•Die claims objections under 112 and the claims rejections under 103 have been addressed with the 
redrafting of the claims. Applicant feels that the invention provides new and unobvious features which 
could not be attained even by combimng in hindsight all of the features of the prior art of record. 

Applicant wishes to make the following remarics concerning the new claims: 
Claim 1 lias been nanowed to further define over the prior art 

Applicant would like to indicate that Parker (3,782,085) does not have a guiding wheel but rather a 
circiilarhousmg(82) which partially shrouds the blade (78). Its purpose is just that, it is not adapted to 
roUably abut against guiduig surfeces such as edge walls, fences or the like as the guiduig wheel of this 
instant ^plication. There is no similarity between the circular housing of Parker and the guiding wheel 
of this mstant invention other than a circular sh^ on a two dimensional drawing. 

The issues concerning the height adjustment of the front caster type wheel has also been addressed by 
narrowing the new claim 1 3 . 

R^arding the handle, bo& of flie referred patents by Schantz and Smith disclose a steering mechanism 
to turn the wheels of the lawnmower in order to steer it In this mstant application, the function of the 
handle being pivotable about two axis is not for steering purposes but rather for storage purpose as well 
as for offering alternative methods of holding the lawnmower while in use. 
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Applicant hopes that he has responded to the Office Action in an appropriate manner. 

Applicant believes that the new sets of claims shoiild be allowed as they clearly define the invention 
over the prior art.
